There are several spots in our govern- j 


mental structure which we caution people 
to look at but fleetingly, just enough of 
a glance to be sure of the dryrot, and 
then look away for the sake of the re- 
spect that all like to hold for their country. 


One of these spots has to do with the 


Department of Labor known throughout 
the country for its particular and utter 
lack of competency. 
Senator Reynolds 


of North Carolina removed practically the 
last vestige of any claim of this depart- 
ment to the respect or. confidence of the 
American people when he demanded a list 
of aliens whose admission back into this 
country was authorized by the Secretary 
of Labor under what is known as "the 
seventh proviso of Section 3 of the Im- 
migration Act of 1917." This section gave 
the Secretary of Labor a certain discre- 
tionary power to admit aliens back into 
this country who had had a domicile here 
for seven years, had somehow gotten out 
, of the country through misunderstanding 


or misinformation as to their rights, and 
found it impossible to get back because 
of lack of citizenship. Altogether it was 
a very worthy provision obviously aimed 
at protecting aliens who had become gen- 
uine residents of America but through 
neglect had failed to protect their legal 
rights to come and go as they pleased. 


The list produced is long enough to 


choke an ox. But that isn't the worst 
part The mental decay and corruption 
of the person or persons responsible for 
the practice that has grown up in the 
Department is simply unbelievable when 
on* learns how the law was twisted to 
defeat public purposes. 


Here is what 
happened. 
Criminal 


' aliens, convicted by our courts, were ad- 


vised by the Department to leave the 
country and go to Canada or Mexico for 
a short stay. Then they were permitted 
re-entry under the section mentioned. By 
this proceduce the department of labor 
and the convicted criminals conspired to 
create a situation by which the congress, 
and the written law, might be. thwarted 
and outmaneuvered agreebly to certain 
vicious concepts to the effect that criminal 
aliens should not be deported. 


To the long list of these aliens now to 


be found in the congressional record is 
added the particular crime which each 
committed. Theft, fraud, larceny, perjury 
and forgery are as common on the list as 
freckles on a country boy. 


By all means let us have a third term 


for the Secretary of Labor, too. What 
America seems to need is more and more 
criminals. And if there appears an act of 
congress that would deport them jt simply 
must be scuttled.

The Mexican constitution doesn't 
provide for short terms but the existence 
of a constitution there has%no more mean- 
ing than the form of an election through 
which the country passed a short time 
ago.

And throughout 
Mexican history the Government never 
yet lost an election. 


Cardenas, present president, was the 


candidate of the government, the favor- 
ite of President Calles, at the preceding 
election. After the election the Calles gov- 
ernment reported that Cardenas had re- 
ceived 1,090,000 votes and that 
28,000 


votes were scattered among his opponents. 


The only way to become president of 


Mexico is to be the candidate advanced 
by the retiring president.

after an election within which to announce 
the results. It is hoped that during the 
60 days the people will swallow their 
anger at the known trickery taking place 
and the government will be able to ascer- 
tain the best place to put troops to quell 
the civil war that would otherwise arise. 
And yet during the last 30 years they 
have had seven distinct civil wars in Mex- 
ico of consequence and that no precautions 
could prevent. 


Who could be blamed for voting for 


any sort of a government except the sort 
of "democracy'1 existing in Mexico?

Complaints have come to the Post- 


Crescent from farmers who have rued the 
day they borrowed money from the gov- 
ernment. The same general criticism is to 
be found in an editorial from the Arkansas 
Gazette published today under "Opinions 
of Others." 


Necessary credit, justifiable under the 


circumstances, is as essential to the 
farmer as to anyone else and as life-giving 
as good air. But when credit is dealt 
around in lavish manner it has many of 
the migraine after-effects of over-indul- 
gence in anything from mince pie to spiced 
rum.

Only one man knows the answer—Farley. 


Like Roosevelt, silent for two and a half years 
on the third term question, big, genial Jim has 
taken no one into his confidence. 


You can get both a yes and no answer from 


his most intimate associates. Some are sure he 
has made up his mind to quit; others that he 
can yet be talked into managing the campaign. 


One widespread story is that he told the 


president at their Hyde Park conference that 
Roosevelt would have to find himself another 
national chairman if he ran again. Yet, Harry 
Hopkins, the personal White House emissary' 
here, privately has expressed the steadfast be- 
lief that Farley "will be with us." 
TWO CERTAINTIES 


Two things are certain: One, that all hands 


are extremely anxious to have Jim direct the 
campaign; two, that strongly as he disapproves 
of the president running again, Farley will not 
•take a walk." 


He may wash his hands of Roosevelt politics, 


but he won't bolt the party. Jim is an organiza- 
tion Democrat and regularity is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of his political faith. 


Also it is certain that if Jim is brought around 


it will be only with the greatest reluctance and 
after the hardest kind of pulling. He feels his 
grievances very deeply, and arrangements he 
already has made for re-entering business 
would have to be revised.

Friendly, quiet-mannered and retiring, Walk- 


er doesn't want the job, either. It scares him. 
He has been one of the most active people here 
in exerting pressure on Farley to remain. But 
if Roosevelt insists, Walker will respond. He is 
devoted to the president and will do anything 
he asks. 


If Walker becomes national chairman, as lieu- 


tenants he is pretty certain to draft Mayor Ed 
Kelly of Chicago and Edward J. Flynn, Bronx 
leader and New York Secretary of State. Next 
to Farley, these two are the most experienced 
executives in the Democratic organization. 
Either would be a sure choice for the chairman- 
ship but for their local machine backgrounds. 
CHICAGO CHAFF 


The Utah and Florida delegations are divided 


50-50 between'men and women—the only such 
at any major convention.... Dr. Francis Town- 
send, old-age czar, attempted to put the bee on 
Democratic platforms-makers and candidates 
as he did at Philadelphia, but with no better 
luck.

They are doing it both as CIO chief with an 


official CIO headquarters, and as delegates 
from six states (Pennsylvania, Ohio, Kentucky, 
West Virginia, California and Washington). 
Chief among them are Phil Murray, quiet, as- 
tute CIO vice president; Tom Kennedy, United 
Mine Workers vice president; John Owen, head 
of the Ohio CIO; and Sam Caddy, president of 
the Kentucky United Mine Workers. 


The CIO men are silent regarding Lewis' an- 


tics, but they are going out of their way to let 
the world know they are for Roosevelt. 


It was Murray, Kennedy and Owen who 


quietly arranged that third-term endorsement 
by the United Auto Workers last week, on the 
eve of the convention—a direct slap at Lewis, 
who the week before had told the Townsend 
convention Roosevelt would be "ignominiously 
defeated" if he ran again. 


Also it was Murray who, in direct contrast to 


Lewis' anti-Roosevelt fireworks at the GOP 
convention, denounced Willkie at the platform 
committee hearings as an enemy of unions and 
the National Labor Relations board. 


All this, like Lewis' performance in Philadel- 


phia, was no accident. It was carefully arranged 
in advance for the express purpose of repudiat- 
ing Lewis' attitude. 


Note—Either Murray or Kennedy is ccitain to 


be one of the co-chairman of the Democratic 
Labor Campaign committee. 
CONVENTION MERRY-GO-ROUND 


Strange prc-convention visitor to the National 


Committee headquarters here was John Raskob, 
chairman from 1928 to 1932 and with Al Smith a 
bolter in 1936. Raskob spent a half-hour con- 
ferring privately with Farley. . . . Two most 
photographed women at the convention are 
Evie Robert, photogenic wife of the secretary of 
the National Committee, and stately, white- 
haired Mrs. Mack, National Committeewoman 
from the Virgin Islands.. .. Two other unusual 
visitors arc Mrs. Alice Longworth and Forrest 
Davis, goatccd newsman, both active in the 
nearly successful GOP presidential campaign of 
Senator Taft. . . . Pride of Jim Farley at the 
convention is his attractive, 15-year-old daugh- 
ter Ann, who acts as one of his secretaries and 
takes her duties very seriously. ... No wonder 
one of the first things the National Committee 
did was to enact a rule limiting the number 
of delegates at future Democratic conventions. 
This one has 1,094 votes and 1,896 delegates. 
Three states sent veritable armies of delegates, 
each with a minute fraction of a vote. Texas, 
with 46 votes, sent 135 delegates; Mississippi, 
with 18 votes, has 108 delegates; and Montana, 
with six votes, has 26 delegates. One Mississippi 
district with two votes elected 58 delegates.... 
There wasn't enough room for the alternates on 
the convention floor and some had to be seated 
in the visitors' galleries. Going to a convention 
is apparently a big treat for the Democratic 
boys and girls.

He not 
only was graduated from Annapo- 
lis and served four years at sea, but 
he also was field artillery officer 
during the World war. 


Stark got his stripe at Annapolis 


in 1908 and Failed on the U. S. S. 
Montana. Later, he was in charge of 
the Montana's starboard 
battery, 


which, under his direction, won the 
highest gunnery record in the navy 
for two ycare. He also did a- stretch 
of submarine duty. 


He had returned to Missouri and 


business when the World war came. 
Stark enlisted in the army. Com- 
missioned a captain, he was pro- 
moted to major and for part of 
the Argonne offensive, he had com- 
plete command of the 315th Field 
Artillery. 


That ought to qualify any man 


for knowing about arms and the 
men on land and on water. But 
sdd this: He is an exceptionally suc- 
cessful business man and a politi- 
cian who has battled one of the 
most powerful machines in 
anv 


state. . . . and- won. . . . and 
you have Lloyd Crow Stark. 


In spite of all his going to sea 


and to the wars, the governor real- 
ly is a country squire—just as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is a country squire. 
What the Roosevelts are to Dutch- 
ess country, N. Y., the Starks are 
to Pike county, M6. 


The governor, however, goes in 


for country squiring on a little 
grander scale than his long-time 
friend, the President. Stark 
has 


three farms and one of the largest 
orchards in Missouri. 


He has a stable and breeds fi»c- 


gaited saddle horses that frequently 
cop ribbons at state and national 
shows. He has a kennel of pure bred 
pointers and he goes in for regis- 
tered percherons, Hereford cattle, 
Hampshire hogs, and sheep. That's 
squiring with a vengeance. 


His business, before he relinquish- 


ed the management to become gov- 
ernor, was Stark Bros*. Nursery, 
which, he says, is the oldest and 
biggest nursery in the world. It has 
been in the family for five gener- 
ations. It was the governor's father, 
an associate of Luther Burbank, 
who developed the "Delicious" ap- 
ple. The nursery is a 4,500-acre es- 
tablishment, has about 1,000 clerical 
and production employes and 21,- 
000 salesmen. 


In politics, Stark had the blessing 


of "Boss" Tom Pendergast, but he 
scarcely had gotten Jnto office be- 
fore he broke with the machine 
and led the fight which ended in 
the machine's being crushed and 
Pendergast's going to jail. For a 
while Stark was referred to as the 
"boss buster" ... but he never 
liked Ihe title. 


Stark led a nationwide battle to 


break down interstate trade bar- 
riers and got himself elected chair- 
man of the national Governors' con 
ference and president of the Coun- 
cil of State Governments, both posts 
that pointed him up as more than a 
man of mere local stature. 


Stark has one of those families, 


too. It was an ancestor of his, Rev- 
olutionary Gen. John Stark, whose 
little pep talk ran: "Boys, we must 
beat the redcoats today or Molly 
Stark sleeps tonight a widow." 


Convention chatter had it that 


Missouri's governor will be in the 
national picture next year—come 
what may. 


And. . . . oh yes, his home is in 


Louisiana, Mo.

AFTER BREAKFAST BLUES 


No, sad to say, it isn't entirely 


the abominable coffee that makes 
so many people feel so inept after 
breakfast when rightly one should 
have the world by the tail. In 
most instances it is just ordinary 
everyday modern subnitrition. Even 
if the coffee were good (that is, un- 
boiled) the majority of us would 
still have to—no, not have to, but 
would still elect to worry along in 
a state of subnutrition, thanks large- 
ly to the way they are hoodwink- 
ed by the typical American break- 
fast, which is so easy to cat, so de- 
lectable, so digestible, energizing, 
fattening, but so deficient in the 
elements the refined modern diet 
lacks—minerals and vitamins. Add 
the usual cupful or two of coffee, 
with or without cream or milk and 
sugar, and even an occasional cou-l 
pie of eggs and a few strips of! 
bacon or ham or sausage, and still 
the breakfast is a humbug meal so 
lar as fortifying or renewing the in-! 
ner man is concerned. 


Compare this conventional break- 


fast with the breakfast in the Re- 
generation Regimen or the Correc- 
tive Protective Diet which is as fol- 
lows: 


A glass of orange juice—calorie?, 


100; 
vitamins. A, B, C, G, K; 


minerals Ca., Phos., iron. 


Two eggs—calories, 166; vitamins, 


A, B, D, G, E; minerals, iron, sul- 
fur, calcium, phosphorus. 


Fresh fruit — calories 80; vita- 


mins, C,"B, A; minerals, sodium, 
potassium, magnesium, copper, mag- 
nese, etc. 


Glass of milk—calories 160; vi- 


tamins, A, B, G; minerals, calcium, 
phosphorus. 


In the chat we had about Vile 


for Breakfast here some time ago 
I suggested what I have found the 
easiest way for slaves of convention, 
living customs and circumstance 
to combat the evil influence of the 
refined breakfast, namely, by keep- 
ing on hand a peck (one-fourth 
bushel, 15 pounds) of plain wheat 
and contriving to eat some of it ev- 
ery day. (Monograph "Wheat to 
Eat" tells how—send stamped enve- 
lope bearing your address and ask 
for it) Or if that is still too compli- 
cated a step for such a slave to 
take, then at least you can sur- 
reptitiously purchase a few pounds 
of wheat germ and cat a few '.a- 
blcspoons of it daily. Half a pound 
of plain wheat daily, or four or five 
tablcspoonfuls of wheat germ daily, 
would nearly, if not quite, compen- 
sate, in the vitally essential vita- 
min B-complcx, for the main de- 
ficiency in the everyday diet.

East's leave-in of the double is 


not the only action that needs ex- 
plaining. Readers also will won- 
der why West, holding a five card 
major suit, chose first to mention 
his five card minor. The fact is 
that there are two schools of 
thought on this problem. The larg- 
er school holds that the major suit 
must be bid first and the minor 
shown later, if convenient and if 
the hand is strong enough to risk a 
high level contract. The minority 
school insisls that if one spade is 
bid and partner responds with two 
hearts or two diamonds the origir.al 
bidder is on the spot: He dare not 
bid three clubs with this compara- 
tively weak hand, and merely to re- 
bid the spades is to suppress infor- 
mation about the other suit. 


There is much to be said for and 


against both sides of this question, 
but since it would require a 10,000 
word thesis, let us turn to the burn- 
ing question of the day, the penalty 
double and East's acceptance there- 
of. Surely there can be no doubt 
that the double itself was in order. 
South had bid West's best suit. West 
had a singleton, a good defensive 
factor, in the suit his partner had 
bid freely. From the viewpoint of 
West he and his partner might have 
a complete misfit (he knew noth- 
ing about East's strong club support) 
and if this were so, North-South 
probably had just as bad a misfit. 
In short, every condition favored a 
prompt double on West's part. 


But the same cannot be said of 


East's leave-in. Without even one 
spade, he would be unable to lead 
the suit to clear away possible ruf- 
fers in the dummy, and it is rare 
indeed that the doubler himself has 
such solidity in the trump suit that 
he can afford to lead it. Moreover, 
East had excellent support, so far 
unannounced, for the suit West had 
bid originally. It was nightly prob- 
able that there was a game in clu6s 
or no trump available to East-West. 
If so, they would have to, defeat 
South three tricks in a contract for 
only one-odd, to compensate for the 
abandoned game. 


As it happened the precise lay of 


cards would have defeated a three 
no trump or five club contract (if. 
against the latter, North opened his 
singleton club), but this would not 
have been as humiliating as the ac- 
tual result, which was that South 
fulfilled his one spade double con- 
tract.

Children are to be taught that finders are NOT keepers. More children 


go wrong because they defend their wrong behavior behind the old prov- 
erb than we would like to acknowledge. The road to pilfering and steal- 
ing lies in wait for the heedless, grasping, covetous ones. 


Teach children, by precept and example, not to covet what they see 


others have. Teach them that if they do, in their best style, what they 
know needs doing, they will, never lack for what they need. Their own 
will come to them not by taking, but by the working of the law that 
says, "All other things shall be added unto you." 


"Finding" is a device some children use to cover pilfering, so every 


find must be thoroughly investigated. All findings must be returned to 
owners, when the owners can be found. When that is not possible the 
found article is to be handed to the nearest person who has authority to 
receive it. In school that is the teacher in charge of the lost and found 
articles; in the shop, the nearest clerk or floor manager; on the street, 
the nearest policeman or police station. Under no conditions is a lost ar- 
ticle to be retained by the finder until he has made every effort possible, 
publicly, to find the owner. Holding to that rule will settle any tendency 
to unlawful findings. 


Find tbe Caue 


When children begin to borrow, 


find or take things they want, we 
must search for ar.y cause within 
the child himself within his home 
and his environment It usually 
means that the child finds himself 
at a disadvantage among his com- 
panions. He takes this "adding unto 
himself" as a means to make him- 
self big enough to fill his place ade- 
quately. 


In this group we find children 


who have a bare existence home, 
sick children, spoiled and selfish 
ones, failing pupils, nnd those who 
want the things they take because 
they want the power those things 
signify. 


The poverty-stricken child is least 


among the offenders, the sick ones 
come next, the failing ones are 
about as numerous as the sick ones, 
and the older ones who steal for the 
sake of the things they take are the 
most difficult to cure. 


Check the Habit Early 


I believe few of these children 


need to bo given up as bad bargains. 
If the home standards are set 
against such practices they are not 
likely to prevail. If the first signs 
of trouble, the finding of too many 


things that the child likes, is check- 
ed promptly.-and the child steadily 
guided and checked in all his deal- 
ings with dthers for a while tbe 
idea fades. 


I do not. put any faith in the no- 


tion that poor homes cause crime. 
My long experience with those who 
come from such homes is quite to 
the contrary. Their children are 
honest and honorable oftener than 
not. The dull-minded and feeble- 
minded, who cannot hold their own 
in the working world, fall into the 
poorest groups and supply the ma- 
jor part of our criminals. Th<!y 
would offend against the social or- 
der if they lived in palaces. The 
poor are as honest as the well-to-do 
and so arc their children. 


Children in every walk of life are 


inclined to be covetous. 
Guard 


against this; check all borrowings, 
all findings, all evidences of grasp- 
ing and greed, and keep the* slate 
clean.

pruning shears busy—Ihis time on 
the rambler roses. They should be 
trimmed as soon as the flowers 
i 


fade. 
Rambler 
roses make new 


strong growlhs directly from the 
crowns of the plant and few flow- 
ering shoots develop from older 
canes. Severity with pruning shears 
now will bring about vigorous new 
growths in sufficient time to sup- 
ply an abundance of bloom for next 
year. 


While the pruning may be delay- 


ed, the energy running into the old 
canes at present is only so much 
wasted effort 


Where the ramblers have been 


trained to grow over trellises or 
other garden fixtures, it is just as 
well to loosen the ties and lower 
them to the ground, exposing the 
centers. This makes the removal of 
old canes easier. The new canes can 
be relied to the feature they deco- 
rate. 


Where rambler roses arc used in 


naturalistic plantings, it is frequent- 
ly advisable to refrain from prun- 
ing since the new growths will 
work their way to the top where 
their blooms will show to advan- 
tage. Such practice 
saves 
torn 


clothing and, in some cases, infec- 
tions which follow pricking with 
thorns. Even the slightest scratch 
from a rose thorn is likely to be- 
come a source of infection and 
should be sterilized immediately 
after the injury.
